Brown ti rut 
told me of the great happiness of tho 
women of the Turkish harem, in their 
belief that man was 
made for many 
wives, she spoke casually of the "new 
woman" of Turkey, and at once the 
conviction came that therein might be 
found the keynote to the true condi­ 
tions existing under the flag of the 
“Sick Man of Europe " 
For the exis­ 
tence of the new woman 
can calory 
with it but one thought—the existence 
of discontent. It seemed certain that 
inquiry must reveal the secret misery 
and longing of a veritable multitude 
whose hearts are sore 
and wounded 
and whose lives are blasted by this 
pernicious social custom of tho Turk, 
Burely human nature could not be so 
widely different in parts of the earth; 
surely, despite 
environment, despite 
the growth of a belief a c c e p te d as a 
m atter of course and Im p la n te d gen­ 
erations and 
generations ago. 
there 
•till must exist in Turkey women who 
•re moved by the same passions, the 
lame love as their American and Eng­ 
lish sisters. 
It could not be that the 
•ting of Jealousy is utterly uprooted, 
that the desire for sol*' possession of 
a single love Is utterly unknown. For 
there must be young women and old 
women and pretty women and horn* ly

much of the life of the harem. More­ 
over, her 
mingling was 
among the 
best and most intellectual class, ner 
father being in the government em­ 
ploy. 
Her first visit to America was

cape the 
necessity of 
a distasteful 
marriage. 
Mrs. Brown 
has Just 
re­ 
turned from visiting Turkey whose fa 
miliar domestic customs she observed 
with new eyes in

American experience. 
The charming conversationalist had I 
scarcely finished her explanation of \ 
the extreme happiness of the wives of j 
the 
harem, when I 
questioned 
her j 
about the "new woman" development. 
"Tell me now- of this new woman.” 
I said, “for the spirit of reform,’ so­ 
called or real, must have appeared in 
Turkey.” 
"Yes," said Mrs. Brown, “there is a 
‘new woman,’ and she is Just as fool- j 
ish in Turkey as she is in America, j 
First, she is the child of the French 
yellow hacked novel. She will tell you 
she 
longs 
for 
freedom, 
that 
she 
, 
threshes out her Boul as a bird beats 
its wings against the bars of its cage 
But her ideas of freedom are comical. 
Her freedom is something entirely rtif 
ferent from the freedom as it is known 
in America. She wishes to be like the

woman 1b good, as the I urks under­ 
stand goodness. 
'Ah,’ said one to me,

Yet this 
woman was quite intellectual, and her 
'new' idea of freedom did not seem to 
•hock her sense of refinement in the 
least.

see, there is

simplicity of nature to be considered, 
The Turl Ish women are Just like chil­ 
dren, considering them In connection 
with moral viciousness, as we under­ 
stand it. 
The Turkish ‘new woman’ 
cannot see why a woman is not Justi­ 
fied in having four husbands when a 
man is Justified in having four wives. 
The Justification of the man is never 
questioned. 
Her Turkish sister of tho 
old school explains in vain that Allah 
has not so Intended—that man and 
woman 
are differently 
constituted. 
The thought of bringing into the world 
a large number ©(..children 
is 
not 
shocking to her. 
On the contrary, to 
be a mother is the supreme happiness, 
and she cannot seem to conceive that 
children cannot 
be disposed 
of 
in 
America, just as they are in I urkey. 
Surely, she thinks if they cannot be 
sold into slavery, then the state will 
make an allowance for them. 
"I continued the conversation with 
this young girl Just to gather her view­ 
point 
When I told her the State in 
America never taken charge of chil 
dren and that parents have to accept 
this financial and moral responsibility 
of their rearing, that this Is regarded 
as a private and not a government af­ 
fair, she said, 'Ob, dear! What a wield­ 
ed government*—and then, as if a sud 
den inspiration burst upon her—‘But 
all this will be changed, won’t it, be­ 
cause you elect your own government, 
don’t vou, and they

ruler In power?* 
I told her that the 
American men had no idea of chang­ 
ing their laws in this respect, and this 
seemed to delight her greatly.
